local postoffice the oetterment which 


could b e -made in tile delivery service 
by city carriers if the patrons would 
place a mail box or some other re­ 
ceptacle for the receiving of mail. 
For this reason Postmaster John­ 
son has seat out more tiian 2,OOO cir­ 
culars to residents of Sedalia within 
the past two weeks, asking them to 
please provide a box of some sort, so 
as to receive the mail more promptly 
and safely. 
Each 
carrier 
is 
given a certain 
length of time in which to cover his 
route, and if it is not covered in the 
limited time he must report the cause 
of his delay to tile office. 
Where patrons have no mail boxes, 
the earlier must ring the bell, and 
then wait for a period of from one to 
three minutes, and then it may be 
that no one is at home. 
If this must be repeated at every 
house to which a delivery is made it 
would more than double the time for 
the delivery, thus making it very in­ 
convenient 
for those residing near 
the end of the route. 
With a box at each house, no stop 
would be necessary, and it would also 
insure tfie safe delivery of the mail. 
For this reason Postmaster John­ 
ston would urge all patrons to pro­ 
vide a mail box.

tions on account of foot and mouth 
disease are greatly 
hindering 
the 
movement 
of 
live 
stock to other 
states. 
Changes iii these regulations 
are made so frequently that it is im­ 
possible to keep deputy state veteri­ 
narians informed on the 
details 
of 
their requirements. 
It has. tnerefore, 
been decided to have Dr. D. F. Luck­ 
ey, the state veterinarian, or one of 
the regular deputies, as far as possi­ 
ble, to attend public sales of pure 
bred hogs and cattle from which ani­ 
mals will probably be shipped to oth­ 
er states, to explain the various quar­ 
antine regulations, make inspections 
for 
interstate 
shipment 
and 
issue 
shipment permits without charge. 
Those who contemplate holding a 
public sale of pure bred 
cattle 
or 
hogs should notify tile state veteri­ 
narian iii advance so that arrange­ 
ments can be made for sending a dep­ 
uty to attend the sale. 
This arrange­ 
ment, which is only a temporary one, 
does not cover the sale of horses for 
the reason that very- fell states have 
placed any extra restriction on their 
movement. 
It does not cover sales 
of sheep for the reason that very few 
sales of pure bred sheep are made in 
this state which are attended by for­ 
eign bidders. 
As far as the funds and force em­ 
ployed by tile state veterinarian will 
permit, those plans will be carried 
out during the existence of the pres­ 
ent foot and mouth quarantine regu­ 
lations.

HOW TO PREPARE BORDEAUX 


Adapted to Peculiar Conditions and 
Localities— Special Attention to 
Products When Highest. 


(By W. MILTON KELLY.) 
Good farming consists of making a 
profit out of the farm and at the same 
time leaving it better at the end of 
each year than it was at the begin­ 
ning. 
One of tho mistakes that we often 
make when we are measuring the suc­ 
cess of a farmer is when we consider 
only his net profits for the year. 
This measure is not correct unless 
we take into account how much he 
has drawn from his capital stock, the 
fertility of his farm, the buildings, ma­ 
chinery and implements. It must also 
supply him a comfortable living for 
his family. 
Dairying is of two kinds, winter and 
summer dairying,.and each is adapted 
to peculiar conditions and localities. 
Summer dairying is best adapted to 
lands where grass growing 
is the 
most important feature and on cheap 
lands that are not productive of large 
crops of grain and fodder. 
The cows are bred to come in about 
a month before they are turned out 
in the spring, and fed just enough to 
keep them healthy during the winter. 
This system of dairying does not re­ 
quire as expensive buildings as win­ 
ter dairying, and is as profitable. 
Winter dairying implies giving spe­ 
cial attention to the production of 
milk and dairy products in winter 
when these productions are highest. 
The cows freshen in the fall and are 
fed grgin and commercial foodstuffs 
in connection with their fodders and 
hay and by consuming considerable 
purchased grains it ndds4 a large 
amount of fertility to the-farm. 
Some advocate 
summer 
dairying 
.and some claim that winter dairying 
is the most profitable; but my experi­ 
ence convinces me that all-the-year 
around dairying is more profitable than 
either, as it brings in about the same 
amount of money each month w*hen 
it is conducted properly and the cows 
can be made to give milk all of the 
time, with the exception of six weeks 
or two months before they are due to 
freshen. 


A F*w Suggestions in Regard to Its 
Proper Mixing— Formula Most in 
Use at Present Time. 


As bordeaux is probably the most 
used fungoid* 
' ^e^ent, a few sug­ 
gestions la regain c its proper mix­ 
ing will not be out ii place. The for­ 
mula most in use at present is four 
pounds of copper sulphate (blue vit­ 
riol) four pounds of good lime and 
50 gallons of w*ater. 
The granulated 
form of copper sulphate should be 
used, and only well-burned lime which 
is not air slaked should be used. 
Be 
sure to use lime enough. 
If lime is 
poor or if there is any fear of bor­ 
deaux injury to the fruit add another 
pound of lime. 
The lime and copper sulphate should 
be prepared in different receptacles, 
preferably half barrels. 
The copper 
sulphate should be held in a sack at 
the top of the half barrel and allowed 
to dissolve. 
Never put the copper 
sulphate in the bottom of the barrel. 
When slaking the lime add the water 
a little at a time so as not to kill the 
heat from the lime. 
When the slak­ 
ing is completed and when the copper 
sulphate is all dissolved and both mix­ 
tures have been brought up to 25 
gallons, they may be put together 
after a thorough mixing. 
Be sure to 
pour the copper sulphate into the lime, 
which has previously been put into a 
mixing barrel or the spray pump. Do 
not pour the lime into the copper sul­ 
phate, as the mixture obtained is not 
good bordeaux and will oftentimes do 
injury instead of being beneficial.
